The  reader  will  have  noticed  an  article  in  the 
Magazine  and  Advocate  a  few  weeks  since,  with 
the  above  title,  to  which  Br.  Jenkins  appended  a 
short  note,  expressing  his  fears  that  I  had  “mag¬ 
nified  the  errors  in  the  received  Text,  to  too  great 
■a  extent.”  He  says  he  “  is  quite  certain  that  my 
computations  are  incorrect.  That  there  may  be 
(lonie  errors  in  the  received  Text,  I  freely  admit, 
but  that  they  are  as  numerous,  or  as  great  as  Br. 
K.  seems  to'ihlnk,  lam  unwilling  to  admit.  Ido  not 
believe,”  continues  Br.  J.  "that  there  are.anyerrors 
in  the  received  Text  that  will  lead  any  one  astray, 
in  any  important  doctrine,  or  any  principle  of  prac¬ 
tice." 

Br.  Jenkin’s  note  seems  to  call  for  a  reply. — 
Should  I  remain  silent,  some  might  be  led  to  think 
that  I  had  attempted  a  malignant  thrust  at  .the  re¬ 
ceived  Text  or  had  written  the  article  without  con¬ 
sideration  or  authority.  Let  me  give  some  of  the 
reasons  which  led  me  to  "  magnify,”  asBr.'J.  says 
he  is  afraid  I  have,  the  errors  of  the  received  Text. 

I  will  be  brief,  for  I  will  not  claim  to  be  a  critic.-— 
Before  otfering  a  further  remark  I  will  assure  Br. 
J.  that  1  am  fur  from  being  anxious  to  “  magnify” 
the  errors  of  the  received  Text,  for  I  would  that  it 
was  free  from  the  “sanie”  errors  which  Br.  J.  ad¬ 
mits  that  it  contains. 

I  begin  by  remarking,  that  there  was  a  period  of 
fourteen  centuries  and  above,  as  every  intelligent 
reader  knows,  from  the  beginning  of  the  Christian 
era  to  the  invention  of  the  art  of  piinting.  And 
for  the  space  rtf  about  fourteen  hundred  years  the 
Scriptures  of  the  New  Testament  existed  only  in 
manuscript  form.  From  the  fact  that  they  were 
ennsideved  a  revelation  from  God  to  man,  and  of( 
high  repute  among  Christians,  copies  were  fre¬ 
quently  multiplied  to  supply  the  demands  of  the 
iiiultiiiule.  This  was  done  by  transcription,  and 
these  writings  were  exposed,  like  all  others,  to  er¬ 
rors  arising  from  carelessness,  inattention  and 
sometimes,  it  is  to  be  feared,  designed  alterations 
to  favor  some  particular  dogma,  though,  for  the 
most  part,  perhaps,  the  almost  unavoidable  mis¬ 
takes  of  liie  transcriber.  But  from  what  cause  or 
causes  these  errors  or  various  readings  occur,  does 
not  effect  the  question  under  consideration,  but  that 
the  errors  do  exist  in  the  multiplied  MSS.  "the 
ihirly  thousand  various  readings  which  are  said  to 
be  found  in  the  MSS.  collated  by  Dr.  Mill,  and 
x\\t  hundred  and  fifty  ihomand  which  Gricsbach’s 
eiliiion  is  said  to  contain,”  abundantly  testify.—* 
And  "Dr.  Benily  asserts  that  if  we  chose  a  MS. 
and  a  second,  wherever  we  please,  the  second  will 
contain  a  thousand  variations  from  the  first."  This 
assi‘rtion  is  not  far  from  the  truth,  for  we  suspect 
that  the  most  careful  scribe  of  the  present  day, 
would  not  write  over  so  larjje  a  volume  as  the  New* 
Teewment  without  deviatiiog  from  his  copy  in  ma¬ 
ny  hundred  places,  even  a  thousand.  Now  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  Ihtit  the  copies  would  be 
tTKire  or  less  correct  accoriling  as  the  transcribers 
were  more  or  less  skilful;  and  further,  every  copy 
transcribed  would  be  more  or  less  correct  in  exact 
proportion  to  the  nearness  or  remoteness  of  the 
transcriber’s  original  to  the  autograph's  of  the  apos¬ 
tles.  Ufion  these  two  pointt  depends  the  correct¬ 
ness  of  the  received  Text ;  namely,  the  more  or 
iess  skillful  the  transcribers  fn>m  whose  MSS.  the 
lecetved  Text  was  made ;  anti  the  neaioess  or  re¬ 
moteness  of  the  tianscribers  hISS.  to  the  auto¬ 
graphs  of  the  apostles.

The  signs  of  the  times  nie  ominous  of 
those  who  are  fun  hesi  from  the  path  of  rectitude  a  great  change  in  the  public  mind — a  change  for 
and  virtue.  And  wl.o  a'c  farthest  from  this  bright  ,  the  better,  1  trow.  The  days  of  fanatical  revivals 
and  shining  way  I  Surely  those  in  whose  hearts  are  passing  away — Milleiisin  has  put  a  builesque 
rankle  the  feelings  of  enmity  aud  bitterness.,  1  upon  the  whole,  and  being  now  itself  defunct,  bas 


wound  up  the  concern,  while  the‘people  are  lakinir 
“the  sober  second  thought ;"  and  are  passing  th^ 
just  wntenoe  of  condemnation  upon  those  spiritu^ 
jugglers  and  demagogues,  who  for  the  last  twemv 
yem*  have  been  scattering  “fire  brands,  arrow', 
and  death”  on  every  hand.  Universalists  are  be 
coming  more  serious  upon  the  subject  of  religious 
duty,  and  are  entering  upon  the  work  with  better 
motives  and  more  consistent  zeal.  They  have 
discovered  that  it  is  not  only  necessary  to  einaaci- 
pate  the  human  mind  from  the  bondage  of  Partial- 
ism,  but  that  they  are  required  to  put  forth  their 
effiiris  and  employ  their  means  to  diffuse  a  more 
general  knowledge  of  Gospel  iriiih,  that  men  may 
become  wiser  and  belter  thereby.  ^ 

It  can  not  be  denied  that  we  have  a  great  work 
before  us,  and  a  formidableenemy  to  contend  with* 
for  it  is  emphatically  true  of  us  as  it  was  with  the 
apostles,  that  “we  wrestle  not  with  flesh  and 
bliHsl.  but  with  powers,  with  principalities,  with 
spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places.”  And  now 
in  view  of  the  magnitude  ofihe  enterprise  in  which 
we  are  engaged,  1  lie  question  might  naturally  arise 
are  we  applying  ourselves  to  the  best  advantage! 
and  are  we  employing  our  lime  and  means  to  the 
furlheresi  extent  for  the  supfxirt  of  the  cause?  It 
is  a  notorious  fact  that  nine-tenths  of  our  preacher* 
content  iheiiiselves  each  with  a  comfortable  loca¬ 
tion  and  of  preaching  respectively  to  one  or  two 
societies,  leaving  the  region  round  about,  and  in 
some  instances  to  a  great  extent,  destitute,  and 
consequently  a  prey  to  the  powers  of  darkness, 
while  our  niimerous  friends,  seaiteied  here  and 
there  in  places  unsupplied,  and  left  to  the  only  al¬ 
ternative  of  attending  Pariialist  meetings,  and  what 
I  is  worse,  of  paying  their  money  for  their  support- 
receiving  ill  turn  litr  their  pains  and  for  their  mo¬ 
ney,  little  ejse  hut  abuse.  Nay.  I  doubt  not  could 
the  truth  be  known,  that  in  the  StaieofNew  York, 
(to  say  nothing  oPoiher  sections  of  the  country,) 
there  is  more  money  paid  out  annually  by  those 
who  arc  and  wouhi  be  favorable  to  Universalism 
for  the  supportof  Partialism.ihaiithe  whole  amount 
raised  for  the  sup|)ort  of  Universalism. 

While  on  my  late  tour,  nothing  was  more  com¬ 
mon,  than  to  meet  with  persons  who  are  called 
Universalists,  hut  when  asked  to  subscribe  for  the 
supportof  the  Missionary  cause,  would  say,  “0 
yes,  I  must  give  something  1  suppose;  but  can  not 
give  much,  for  I  have  already  subscribed  to  the 
orthodox  all  I  can  really  afllird  to  give  for  preach¬ 
ing.”  Now  these  things  ouglit  not  so  to  be.  It  is 
giving  our  enemies  a  decided  advantage  over  us. 
An  advantage  ton,  which  in  my  opinion  is  unne¬ 
cessary — which  they  ought  not  to  have,  and  have 
no  right  to  expect.  If  there  were  any  hopes  of  re¬ 
ceiving  any  thing  in  turn  for  favors  shown  to  the 
Patiialisis,  the  case  would  be  different.  But  that 
is  out  ofihe  i|uc.stiun.  They  would  give  ten  dol- 
hits  to  destroy  us  where  they  would  give  one  to 
build  us  up.  So  far  from  doing  as  they  would  be 
(lone  by,  they  do  not  even  do  as  they  are  done  by.

Are  we  to  look 
supinely  on,  and  see  our  friends  lavishing  lh*eir 
thousands  a  year  upon  our  enemies,  and  that  too, 
to  snstaiii  them  in  their  zealous  endeavots  to  put 
us  ilmvn  ?  Can  there  he  no  means  ilevised  to  bring 
this  vast  amount  of  money  to  the  aid  ninl  support 
ofihe  Gospel,  as  understood  by  those  who  are  now 
paying  it  out  for  Ihe  sii|ipnit  of  error  and  supersti¬ 
tion?  For  it  must  be  seen  at  it  glance  that  this 
object  once  gained,  wouhi  produce  a  wondeifnl 
change  in  the  lelaiive  condition  of  the  parlies  at 
issue.
